M* first experiences led to others, and during 

the negt few years I came out many times, 
clearing the entire mountainous Malahat district 
of cougars. lt was after one of these successful 
expeditions into the Malahat country that I lost 
my dog Billy, who had become invaluable to me 
as a cougar tracker. 

Automobiles were just coming in then, and, 
returning to town one day, while crossing the 
, a Ford truck ran over my dog and killed 
iim. I tever got a better dog until I secured 
Boy several years ljater. During a period of 
s years, commencing with my first cougar, I 
shot no less than twenty-five, and for a while 
after this bad to eontent myself with trailing 
tiown raccoons, which art a big menace to grouse 
and poultry. 

Several times after the death of Billy I tried 
to get a good trailing dog but was unsuccessfu). 
Once I bought two bloodhounds when they were 
pups but one was killed and the other ) 
One day, however, I spied a dog about town 
which looked just like one of the bloodhounds |

I kept a wateh on the city pound, and, sure 
enough, with the spring rampage of the city dog 
catchers, the animal was picked up.

seven and took him home. He turned out to be 
a half bloodhound and half huskie; and although 
he cost only seven dollars I would not part 
with him now for a hundred and fifty dollars, 
for he is the best cougar tracker that I have ever 
had. He holds the record for any dog on the 
island, and will probably add many mere to his 
total when I take him along with me this trip. 

That spring I started to train Boy on rac- 
coons and later developed him into a cougar 
tracker. It was not long before I had Killed 
thirteen more cougars in the vicinity of Victoria 
within a radius of twenty-five miles. Cougars 
were beginning to get scarce around Victoria 
about the time that I decided to go up to Cowi- 
chan and see a piece of property I had in that 
district, I went there and I never saw so many 
cougar tracks in all my life. 1 immediately 
decided to build myself a cabin at the head of 
the lake and commence hunting in this region. 


Skinning a Panther Alive 

AKING arrangements with the stage driver 

who passed by my place to tell me of any 
cougar tracks that he might see, on the basis that 
he obtained half the bounty, | shot a cougar not 
‘twenty yards from the road. The stage driver 
was starting out on his first trip and had not 
gone very far when he saw a panther crossing 
the road. Hastening back he told me, and | 
went down, taking my rifle along with me 
Following the trail, I came upon the cougar not 
twenty yards from the roaii and shot him. This 
was the first cougar I had ever shot in the 
Cowichan riding, but during the past three years 
1 have disposed of twenty-eight. 

However, it was before I came to Cowichan 
and during the period in whieh | was training 
hoy that I had my most remarkable experience 
and very narrow escape. It was the time that 
I skinned a panther alive, 

I was a guest at the engineer's house at the 
Goldstream reservoir and had returned from a 
suecessful hunt after deer. Others who had Leen 
hunting on their return toid me of some cougar 
tracks they bad seen up near the pipe line. 

It was fairly late in the afternoon, but never- 
theless I took down my rifle and, calling the 
dog, hit acriaa country to where I had been 
tole the tracks were to be seen. The eougar 
was apparently making for the canyon. But | 
was determined to track him w his lair, By 
the time that J made the canyons entrance, 
however, it was getting dark, #0 I decided to 
abandon the quarry that night and take up his 
trail the next day. 

The following morning 1 struck out for the 
eanyon again. A few moments later the dog war 
barking “Treed,” and hasteniug to the spot | 
found the cougar in the limbs of @ fir tree. It 
was quite dusk then, and shooting was difficu!t, 
but | had made up my mind to try out @ new 
epot on the anima! for effectiveness in killing 
So. raising my rifle, 1 aimed between the eyes 
1 fired and the panther fell from the tree with 
e@ dull thud, 

1 at once got out my knife and set to to skia

him, as it was getting dark. I wanted to finish the 
job before returning to the house. Everything 
proceeded regularly until I commenced to separ- 
ate the skin from the main part of his bodr. 
At this stage of the skinning his whole body 
quivered, and every time that I cut away a foot 
or two of skin the body would tremble. I took 
very little notice of this, as even deer do this 
sometimes when the nerves are still ailve. But 
when I went to cut the panther’s head off I 
diseovered he was actually alive. I had ecom- 
meneed to cut into the back of the neck when the 
animal almost rose to his feet in the violent 
convulsions that followed the cutting. I dropped 
the carcass at once and, picking up my rifle, 
thumped the animal with the butt hard on the 
skull, and then finished my job. 


A Narrow Squeak This Time 

SOTHER marrow escape that I had was the 
A time when I was out with a hunting part- 
ner of mine at my cabin. We had made a track 
through the deep snow to the top of the moun- 
tain and had to travel over it each day so as to 
make the summit accessible, as # snowed in- 
cessanitty. 

Andy didn't want to go that morning, but 
after much persuasion we both set out over the 
trail. Some four hundred yards from the back 
of our shanty we came upon the footprints of 
@ panther crossing right over our trail. We de 
cided to follow the tracks, despite the fact that 
the snow was very deep at that time of the 
year 

We made very slow progress until we nit a 
cedar bottom where very little enow lay on the 
ground, owing to the covering that the tree 
branches afforded. Here we made good pro- 
gress, and it was not long after that we came 
across something encouraging. The scent was 
leading us uphill again, and when we came out 
on an open patch there were distinct footprints 
leading in the direction of a huge uprooted tree, 
I told Andy to search the root end while I 
went to the other to see if the panther was there, 
Andy had no sooner reached his end when he 
yelled out: “Here he is!” I swung around just 
in time to see a panther jump out not three feet 
from Andy. He went fiying down the hill 60 
fagt that he barely left the imprints of his feet 
on the hard crisp surface ef the snow. 

We immediately unleashed the dogs, and 
away they went after the beast. They had not 
gone three minutes before they were barking 
that they had him treed. He was a big brute 
and very ferocious looking. 

It was the first cougar that Andy had seen. 
Both being sportsmen, we decided to take a 
sporting chance as to who should sheot the cou- 
car. I broke two sticks from a nearby bush, 
one leng and one short, and told Andy to draw 
He lost, so, raising my rifle, I shot, I thougiit 
I had hit the animal, but instead of failing he 
commenced té climb higher into the tree, which 
was about 40 feet in height. The slender trunk 
bent over under his weight as he approached the 
top and he fell. Still eonfident that I had hil him 
and that he was badly wounded, I expected to 
see tim lie still when he hit the ground, but 
instead he immediately regained his feet and 
bounded off. 

The dogs followed close on his heels and we 
brought up the rear, but I soon outdistanced 
Andy, being more accustomed to the bush a@han 
he. It was not long before I came upon the 
cougar at bay, in a small hole made by an up 
rooted tree in the side of the hill. The dogs 
were on top barking energetically. UWmptying 
my rifle of soft sheila I slipped in a eatebfull 
of nicke! pointed bullets, and, raising the gun t 
my shoulder, took aim. lHEvidently the cougar 
knew what I was up to and eprang. I fired, 
jumping out of the way at the same time. The 
shot found its mark, but the panther finished his 
epring, landing dead two feet short of the top 
of the embankment, I don’t think | ever came 
so near meeting death as ! did that time, al 
though on other oecasions | have shot cougars 
just as they were making ready to spring.

a special effort to visit Dad at his hostelry. If 
they should require a guide he is ever willing 
to accompany them. 

It was doring the summer that A. D. Mac- 
donald, Winnipeg millionaire, was visting Vic- 
toria and Cowichan Lake that Dad bad a very 
harrow escape. 

Mr. Macdonald had come all the way from 
Winnipeg specially to hunt Vancouver Island's 
mountain lions, heving heard of Dad's experi. 
ences back east. He told the famous hunter that 
it was his one ambition to drop one of these 
“wild cats,” and Dad informed Mr, Macdonald 
that he sew no reason why he should not have 
bis ambition gratified, especially with so many 
mountain lions prowling around the country, de 
vouring sheep, grouse and deer. Being a milton. 
aire, Mr. Macdonald promised Dad a good fat 
check if he would take him out on a cougar hunt 
and steer him near the cougars; and Dad, being 
a game sport, agreed to take him on under the 
terms of “no cougar no pay.” 

As Dad had heard reports of there being 
some nocturnal disturbances around the lower 
part of Mount Sahtlam, he set out thither with 
Mr. Macdonald, his camp equipment guns and 
his two dogs. Here and there among the tall 
timbers the hounds would get on the track of 
something and go baying through the woods, 
only to stop as they got a few hundred yards off 
and lost scent, It was hard tracking, as the 
woods were dry as a result of hot weather, and 
the scent would not remain long on the ground. 

Three times did Dad and his milllonaire part- 
ner set out on trails but the woods were too 
dry. But Mr. Macdonald was determined to bag 
one, so they set out a fourth time. Leaving at 
daybreak, to be sure that the ground would be 
more damp than usual with the heavy dew, the 
two hunters noticed the dogs were more excit- 
able than before. With their noses to the 
ground, they galloped ahead through the timbers, 
Before more than a few minutes had elapsed, 
Dad and Mr, Macdonald heard vicious barking in 
the distance. They hurried on, and, climbing 
through the heavy undergrowth, got a view of 
a big mountain lien crouched facing the two 
dogs and swishing his tall in anger like a big 
cat. 

When the cougar saw the two men come out 
of the brush behind the dogs, he turned and 
bounded on through the woods. The dogs again 
caught up to him and kept him waiting until 
the men came within sight and then he bounded 
on again. Three times he did this, 


Heard Him Coming Closer 
HE next time Dad broyght into play a little 
strategy of the woods, Instead of runping 
up behind the dogs, Dad and Mr. Macdonald 
worked their way around the foot of a hill so 
that they got on the other side of the cougar 
from the dogs. Then Dad gave the call to the 
dogs to put up the panther. Usually a cougar 
goes up a tree when pressed hard. But instead 
of “treeing” the big animal sprang up o cliff 
and began tearing along throvgh the under- 
brush straight for the two men. They heard him 
coming closer through the undergrowth and the 
dry arbutus leaves. 

Forty-five ;ards along the cliff on which the 
two men were waiting the cougar came into 
full view and was tearing straight for them. In- 
stinctively, both raised their guns and lost not 
@ second in firing. 

The panther gave a yell as Mr. Macdonald's 
shot hit him, threw out a paw in striking mo- 
tion, then coiled over and crumpled up. 

When they were sure he was dead they picked 
him up and earried him into their camp on a 
pole. He weighed more than 140 pounds, When 
they examined the animal they found the reason 
why he would not tree, One of his front paws 
had been seriously injured some time before and 
was apparentiy quite sore. 

Mr. Macdonald had the precious pelt of his 
vietim packed up, took out a check and passed 
it over to Dad and then set out for Winnipeg 
to show his trophy. 

A couple of days after Mr. Macdonald set 
out for home word reached Dad that large num- 
bers of blue grouse were being destroyed jn an- 
other part of the district. He set eut with his 
two dogs and bagged a she cougar and one 
yearling. Another yearling escaped, 

Despite all these years of hunting and kill- 
ing Dad is not callous, for he has had several 
pets, and is still the possessor of a lovely four- 
year-old doe that he has trained to do many 
tricks. This deer, caught in the forest when but 
a yearling, is quite tame, and will perform many 
of her tricks for strangers beside doing them 
for Dad. 

While out hunting deer Dad shot a freak the 
like of which has never before been shot on the 
continent. It is a doe with horns. 

Now that Cowichan lake is becoming more 
and more within the borders of civilization Dad 
is pulling up etakes once more and trekking for 
the great hinterland to once again follow his 
beloved sport as be has done in the past, When 
Dad returns to civilization on periodica! visite 
many and exciting are the tales that he relates 
of his experiences chasing down cougars and 
finding new fish streams and beautiful lakes.

e ESSIBILITY, odors, darkness, steep 
nessa—these are the chief ingredients of 
a rock village.

The Brand of the Ku Klux Klan 


A BOVE is shown Nelson Burroughs, organizer 

of the Knights of Columbus at Rochester, 
N.H., who was kidnapped by a band of men near 
Haverhill, Mass. The initials K. K.'were brand- 
ed with a hot iron on his chest and his forehead. 
He escaped after having been held captive for 
seventeen days. Burroughs says that for many 
months he had been receiving letters warning him 
to return to the Protestant church, from which he 
had turned to the Catholic church. He chose to 
suffer the branding rather than renunciate his 
Catholic vows. Sheriff Stephen W. Scruton in- 
terviewed Burroughs in Lawrence, Mass., where 
the victim went after being released, and 


Burroughs told a very plausible story. \ The 
sheriff will begin a search for the camp near 
Piaistow where Burroughs alleges he was tortur- 
ed. The sheriff said he was impressed with the 
information given by Burroughs, as it was con- 
nected in every detail.

In all of this discussion it has been as- 
sumed that the Sun, in splitting, would 
divide into two equal parts. Yet the likeli - 
heed is that it would not. 

If they were anywhere near equal in bulk 
they would inevitably revolve 
about each other, i. ¢., about a common 
center of gravity. But suppose that one 
of the two parte was relatively small; in 
that case it would be nothing of more con- 
sequence than a new-——@ ninth—planet, and 
would simply revolve around the solar orb 
as the Earth does. 

What happened when the Moon parted 
from the Barth? Being «@ relatively small 
body, it became a planet of the Barth—or, 
as we term it, a satellite. 

It is much more interesting, however, 
to contemplate the possibility that the Sun 
may split into (approximate)  balves, 
thereby becoming a typical ‘‘double etar.’’ 
There are in the beavens great numbers of 
such double stars, or ‘‘binaries,’’ as astron- 
omere call them.

Sunspots Make — 
Peace or War? 


RUSSIAN scientist, Prof. 
£% Tchijewsky, has compiled 
statistics to substantiate the 
theory that important events 
of the world are caused by 
sunspots. The theory of the 
Russian may be summed up 
as follows: 

“1. As the activity of sun- 
spots approaches the maxi- 
mum in number the impor- 
tance of historical events in- 
creases and decreases as the 
sunspots approach a mini- 
mum. 

“2. In each century there 
have been nine paroxysms of 
worldly political and military 
activity which have synchro- 
nized with those of the solar 
surface. 

“3. The activity of sunspots 
has an exciting influence on 
peoples and loosens revolu- 
tions, insurrections, expedi- 
tions, migrations, ete. A 
minimum of sunspets, on the 
contrary, brings diminution 
in political and military en- 
thusiasm and an increase in 
the works of peace, science, 
art, etc.” 

The Russian then gives as 
examples the dates 1789, 
1830, 1848 and 1870. 

M. Nordmann points out 
that 1913, when the World 
War broke out, was not a year 
of maximum sunspots, but he 
says that the next maximum 
sunspots, in 1918, marked the 
maximum power of the Allies. 


the other day by a seventy-two inch reflect. 
ing telescope at Victoria, B.C. It is a pair 
of suns much more massive than any hereto- 
fore espied. One of those monstrous twins 
contains enough material to make eighty- 
tix suns like ours, and the other, seventy. 
two. 

The giant star Betelguese is 80,000,000 
times os big as our Sun. Antares, the 
bright star in the constellation of the Scor- 
pion, is of even greater size. But the den- 
sity of those huge suns, which are sphereg 
of burning gas, is far less than that of the 
air we breathe. The total of actual sub- 
stance in either of them would make hardiy 
more than a dozen suns like ours. 

But the pair discovered by the Victoria 
telescope, though small compared with Bet. 
elguese and Antares, ate #0 much denser 
that they greatly exceed the latter in mass, 
or, in popular language, in weight. 

But let us walt with patience and phi- 
losophy. ‘The chances are that, if such ap 
event is destined to occur, it will not arrive 
in our time.
